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A.K.E.L. is the basic power of the national-liberation 
movement and of all radical democratic and socialist 
changes. It is the vanguard of the working class and 
working people of Cyprus It ts the political varty of 
the working class which. as a section of the working cless 
ef Greece forcibly detached from it. is entrusted with the 
task ef national-liberation and of socialist moulding. 
As vanguard in the: strugsie against Imperialism and 
capitalism it achieves the emancipation not only of the 
werking class but of all the working people as well 
Consequently A K.5.1. te. in this respect. the Party of all 
the working people alse. It is the political guide and 
‘General Staff' of the struggle of the working ciass. No 
army can do without an experienced ‘General Staff' in time 
of war. Without a ‘Generel Staff' an army is automatically 
doomed to defeat A.K.E.L. ts just this kind of ‘General 
Staff' for the working class and working people. At the 
same time it is the vanguard of the working Class which is 
closely knit with the working cless and workers. 


Differences between A.K'E.t. and the remaining part of the 
working class as well as differences petween the Party's 
members and persons outside the Party will exist sc lenge 
as classes cxist But, in crder that A.K.u.L. might 
guide the working class, it should be closely associatea 
with the non-party masses. The Party is an indivisible 
part of the werking class crd all werking people 


A.K.E.L. incerporates the best leaders and most enlightened 
elements devoted to the proletarian cause It incorporates 
elements recruited chiefly from the working class. But it 
also has clements from the peasantry. from the popular 
classes of the tewns. from the intellectuals who 

understand the historic role of the preletariat. and frem 
all the working people. AX... is the ‘General Staff’ 
which directs the class struggle of the proletariat and of 
all the working people.

The Party's obligations during the pertod of Impertalism 
are great. It must lead the workers! struggle in very 
aifficult circumstances. Moreever, it must infuse into the 
non-Party masses the sense of discipline, of 
struggle, of organisation, of courage. But, to te able to 
do this, the Party itsclf should be a woll-disciplined and 
organised part of its own olaes Withoutitsel? bcing 


organised

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organised it cannot ecnduct the werking masses’ struggle 
The view that the Party is an entity is based on that 
point in thc Gharter laid down by Leninwhich says: 
"The Party is the sum-total of its organisations and 

itg members are members of the Party's organisation”. 


The Mensheviks had proposed that any person who in any 
manner whatsoever supportcd the Party should be 
considered a member of the Party without affiliating 
nimself to any of its organisations But the Party is 
not only the ‘ensemble’ of the Party organisations. 

It 1s also the sinpular system of these serganisations. 
Their unification is expressed in the senior and junior 
leading organs with the minority's submission tec the 
majority and with practical engagements for all its 
members, . 


As an organised end leading Party. A K.E.L, is not the 
only organisation of tho working class. The working 
cless has another set of organisations with which it 
carries on the struggle arsinst capital. Por example, 
it hes societies, associations, trade unions, ete. 


How, then, should working class leatership be achieved 
since that class has e set of organisations? Who is 
to determine the general direction of the movements of 
all these organisations? A.K.E.L. alone will 
determine and guide because it embraces the best elements 
of the working class and of all the other workingpeople, | 
and also because it has greater experience and is a 
school which produces leaders able to organise the 
working class struggle. Moreover, it has the authority. 
to transform all the non-Party organisations of the 
working class into auxiliary organs, thus uniting the 
working cless end working people with the Party. The 
Party is, therefore, the supreme form of the 
proletarict's class organisation. It is for this .

The Party Group is A K.3L.'3 basic organisational unit 
It consists of at least threc “arty members. Where 
necessery the Derty Group is split into sections for the 
best execution of varty work Bach Derty Group is led 
by an elected three-member bureau. The DYarty Groun links 
the Perty with thc masses. Tt elaborates and channels 

to the mosses the Terty's “2cisions and mottos. It 
receruits new members for the Derty It provides for the 
members! eduertion and for the organisetion cf the masses 
among professional end other organisations. 

It narticipates in the investigation and settlement of 
questions which ecnecern the Dorty and takes drastic 
action in the economic and political campaigns. 

It mobiiises the mosses in the struggle for the echievement 
of the Party's aims and, fine’ly. it provides for the 
organisation and education of youth 


B District organisntions 


The District Orgunisation comprises all the urban and 
rural Party Groups. Our island hes 5 District Orgonisa- 


tions functioning in Nicecsto-Kyrenia, Famaspusta, Limassol, 
Larnoca and Paphos 


The District Orgenisation is led by the District Comrittoc 
which 1s eleeted by the Tt strict Assembly The District 
Committee leads the District Orgsnisation end works out 

its activities on the basis of thc “arty's decitsinng 

Hach District Comnittec elects its secretorint which 
consists of 3-5 membcrs The secretariat sorforms 112 4he 
routine functions on the basis of the Ristrict Comnittee's 
decisions. The election of tho Yarty's lesding orgens, 
from the Darty Group's seeretarit to the centro! Committec, 
is carricd out after the Sarty's elected meinrpers have been 
supplied with oan autobiovraphical recorg end self-criticism

O. Qunior organs 


Gongpress is the Tarty's sumpomu organ. Regular congresses 
are held ones every two verte An extraordinary ecngress 
vay De summoned either ut ths Gentral Conmittce's instance 
or at the request cf one-third of the Party's members 

who heve toen representca et the vrevious ernpress 
Conpress hears and arwi.ves the reports of the Central 
Gormittec and the Central Control Committee It examines 
and amends the Party's programe ond statuts It 
detcrmines the Party's procedure Tt elcdéts the Central. 
Committee and the Centrnl Control Committec of AK. EL. 
and fixes the number of reruler and supplementary members. 


The Sentral Control Committee hcelds its plenary meutings 
at least every 3ix months, Supplementery members 
participate in the plenary mectings and have on cdvisory 
vote. In important matters the Gentrel Conmmistes 
convenes a wide plenary me ting in which Pouccesentatives 
of District Organisations lec take part. 


The Central Committee assumes lcadership ét the Party's 
entire work during congress intcrvals It electa, fron 
among its members, for the mansgement of current aflelrs. 
the Politbureau which is answernvle to the Centrel 
Committee's plenary meeting. The Politbureau represents 
the Party in its relation: with the other parties, 
organisations and serviccs and organises the Party's 
various services whose activities it regulates. It 
determines the saleries of the various eontrol organs 
which it directly controls. It issucs permits for the 
publication of Perty newspr. ors in the Districts, organises 
and leads the Tarty's entcrprises and sots up the Darty's 
Treasury. 


The Ocntral Committee aproints a seerutarint for aki. L.'s 
organisational wor. 


The Central Control Committec sonteola the manner ol 
implementation of the Darivy's and Ccntral Committee's decisions 
by the Porty organisations T+ holds to secountaobility those 


who 
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who are responsible for consraventiongs of the Perty's 
programme and statute and vor breaches of Party discipline. | 
It audits the Party's accounts and sees to the expediticus | 
invostigation of matters by the Party's centrel organs 

(tho Central Committee and its Politburcau and secretariat).

AJKLELL. ia not lke other pexrtics. [t 1s a Party ot the 
working class which embraces in its bosem free men who 
join it svontaneously without any pressure or foree ane 
ot their own free will. They must, therefore, know not 
wily their rights and obligations but also the Party's 
vate, ite orranisatione: nrinciples and the nature of its 
constitution. Cur Party - the New Type Carty - is founded 
on the organisational nrinciples of dainocratic contraliam 
There have been frequent misunderstandings on this point. 
Some friends thins that when we speak of the development 
of intra-party demorracy our Party loses its basic 
characteristic of centralism. Let us explain: 

(a) What is Tarty democracy? = Democracy cnables 
all members of the Tarty to express frecly their vitws on. 
every matter with which the Varty is concerned It ongblas | 
them to participate in meetings and to discuss andwork out | 
the Party's decisicns and political course.

A communist's intelleetunl hovizous ombrece the ontire 
world. This means that a communist stands generally on a 
high level of civilisstion of his epoch, always holding 
the frent-line in the soci:s: and political fields. What 
does this mean? The communist, who is an clement of | 
A.K.E,L., apart from the school whcre he ig a model pupil, | 
apart from his speciality in which he should be proficient 
and which he should promote in order to become a leader 
and renovator, possesses also the necessary encyclopaedic 
culture in the principal domains of the worldwide civilising, 
intellectual and scientific movements. He Means hers ie 
modernizes himself. He takes an interest in the world | 
leading intellectual class. in its prominent members aad 
in their work. Much more than thst, he follows the lucal 
intellectual movement. Ye takes an interest in 
litersturc, the Theatre, music ani the plastic art. Ho 
cultivates his aptitudes. He is also interested in the 
eel aerate work of the Cinome and in local and foreigu 
Radio transmissions, He aveiis himself of sll these | 
thinge, avira with wise modcration, from the viewpoint of |

D. Orgsnisatien of Individual Life 


In his fomils 1i°e and dancstic environment a communist 
so3ks always to secure civilised relations no matter how 
moor.

In this domein, too, he is a model. He knows that normel 
family relations and conditions are a great help to him 
in his Party functions and in his individual achievements. 
A communist takes care to regulate, as fer as his 
financial means permit, the hygienic conditions of his 
home, his food, his clothing and his appearance. The 
Perty naturally helps, as much as it can, those of its 
members who arc fully devoted and, particulerly, those 
who, due to privations, hardships, persecution and torture, 
are in poor end broken health The class cnemy always 
does what he can to knock out physically eur best ssns 

A communist is born and bred in penury and in the hard 

and cruel struggic against expleitation He feces the 
greatest and most difficu’.: trials of life. The better 

he is prepared to meet them the greatcr will his success 
be. In this respect a communist's physical endurance 

and state of health are an importent pro-requisite which 
we ghould always try as fer as possible to preserve in our 
favour. 


Our Party naturally does not make any political or party 
discrimination between the old and sick But from the 
point of view of Party usefulnces there is bound to be a 
aiffersnce between the two. “he old man throws all his 
forces into his work. The arty must pay attention to the 
sick and weak but these should aise take care of 
themselves. The young man o. wonen who has entcred the 
community and has just emburscd on political sctivity 
enriched with our experience sbould ney great attcntion 

to this point They should »vepare themselves and should 
harder thelr bodies so that tucy might be able to encounter 
and overcome the difficuities of the cless strugele to which 
they have devoted their lives

A. Contrel 


Control c2 the exceution of decisions exercised by a 
Party Organisation over anothcr organisation constitutes 
the synthetic element of Bolshevik leadcrship and of the 
Bolshevik educatien of our membersbecause it cnables us 
to undorstand better the abilities and weaknesses of th3 
mombors of an organisation. iloreover, it educates the 
cantrollers themselves because it helps them cultivate 
& Bolshevik leader's good qualities Centrol of the 
carrying out of decisions promotes in members the spirit 
of Party discipline, of higher oxigencyand of Belshevik 
responsibility It trains them in the work which has been 
entrusted to them. Furthermore, control renders pessible 
the timely discovery of mistakesand facilitates thelr 
remody Control discloses weaknesses and blunders. It 
quickens the backward and prevents the good elements' 
downfall. It helps them get en and achieve fresh successes 
in their work. Contrel should not, however, be coerried 
cut in the office. It should be carricd out on the spot, 
not with promises and statements but with practical results. 
This enables us to familiarize ourselves better with the 
alements and to determine thoir actual abilities Control 
from above is, therefore, indispensable But contrel from 
above should be coupled with control from belew. Those who 
arc lead should control their leaders whose mistakes they 
should note and should indicate the manner in which they 
aould be remedied Stalin says: “Wheat leaders can sco is | 


more | 
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more or less limited. Leaders see things, facts and men 
from one angle only. They sec from above. Whereas the 
masses look at things, facts ard men from another angle - 
from below. They see things in a limited way". We must 
combine these two angles for the right solution of a 
problem. Only then would leadership be correct. <A leader 
sheuld, therefore, value the expertence of tho masses. 

He should avail himself of advice for improvement ef work. 


B. Criticism and Solf-criticism 


Criticism and self-criticism which Lenin end Stalin heve 
introduced in the Parties censtitute one of the basic 
principles of Leninism. They are distinctive charactea- 
ristics of all Gommunist Partics. Criticism and self- 
criticism are a serious means of Bolshevik education of 
our Party's elements and members 


Bolshevik self-criticism is a basic method of securing the 
timely recognitien and remedy of weaknesses and errors in 
work. Correct educatien of the clements helps the Party 
to give the clements correct political education because 
the concealment of mistakes ruins the elements Moreever, 
self-criticism is e safeguard against the repetition of 
mistakes. Correct and fruitful criticism is truly 
educative among Bolshevik elements. The Lenin-Stalin 
Party teaches us that fruitful criticism and self- 
criticism alone can educate the Belshevik Party elements 
te whom selfishness and arrogance are unknown in their 
individual lives and work. A Bolshevist does not 
compremise with his weaknoss. He is exigent towards 
himself eas he is towards others. 


Strict criticism of weaknesses, not concealment, and strict 
exactingness, not cempromise with errors, are the only 
means thet facilitate the educatien of worthy elemente, 


This is what Molotov says on this point: "We must not 
relax but must tighten criticiem of weaknesses in work 
We must get rid of the beurgeois arrogance frem which we 
ere suffering. Only then will our leaders not deviate from 
the line of political leadership in their work On the 
other hand they will not ignore small matters the negleci of 
which eften does us harm. When criticitem and self- 
oriticism ere actuated by the desire for the best and quick 
settlement of a question, with the object of destroying 
red-tape methods - bourgesis relics of backward peeple - the 
result is not laxity but mobilisation of our forcee for 
victory". 

There 
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There can be no Belshevik lesder witheut Bolshevik control 
and Bolshevik criticiem and sclf-criticism. 


C. Party Penalties 


The ebject of Party penalties is not to punish but to 

correct e member or element that has blundered, in order 

thet the Organisation might be protected. Moreover, their 
object 1s to protect and educate the Perty members and 
elements. The Cherter of the Cemmunist Party of Greece 
makes the fellowing observation on this point: 

"Undermining of Party unity and discipline, attempts to 
create Camps and Groups, and violations of rules fer 
conspiracy are punished with all severity cven te the 
extent of expulsion from the Party Failure to carry out 
the Party's decisiens, breaches of Perty discipline, and 
ether actions prejudicial to the Party's interests ontail 
Party penalties such as thet of drawing offenders' attention, 
administration of warnings, degradation if the offender 
holds an office, suspension for a maximum period of six 
months, and expulsion from the Party. In the event of a 
collective offence, penalty might be extended to the 
disselution of the organisation and its subsequent 
reconstitution 


Members whose ectiens and conduct sre not of the standard 
required of a member of the Revolutienary Proletariat 
Perty - especially members whe betray the Party to the 
Class enemy and the security authorities, members who 
expose “ho Party to interrogations and cause it to appear 
before the Courts, and members whose party conduct and 
individurl behavieur are incompatible with the demands of 
ecnmunist party spirit and morality - arc definitely 
expelled from the Party.

1. Significance ond Essence 
Q 

Organisational Leadorship 


Verious problems and the methods of orgsnisstional 

leadership constitute one of the most fundamental and 
decisive factors in the status, functions and activities of . 
A. K.H. L. It ig rr gencral rule that wherever there is 
Bolshevik leadership there is alse success in the application 
of the political ceurse,and the Party's exnansion is thus 
assured. 


A good lesdcr is half of what is necded for ire good 
operation end progross ef an argenisation. A Lender olways 
analyses and clarifice the Party's politics? course and 
decisione which he follows snd controls thelr practical 
application. He studics, selects and puts the best 
elements in the best places He helps snd leads in a 
practical and concentrated manner. The essence and 
functions of orgenisationsl leadership are:- 


(ea) Control of the executien of decisions and of 
the application of the peliticel course. 


(b) Correct selection, nomination and appointment 
of elements. 


& Political Course snd Organisational Pelicy 


Te understand the essence and role of leadership one must 
analyse another very importent mottor which is connected 
with it end with the action and reection between one 
leadership and another. This its the Party's political 
oourse. We know that the Porty always seta before it a 
definite aim such as, for example, the fermation of a 
Natienal Front for the despatch of a Nationel Delegation 
aproed, This course ig determined by this or that internal 


and internstionsl state of affairs. It changes in accordance 


with the pelitical situativn ond, as we have slready said, 
it is eslled the Party's political course 


The pelitical course ts the general direction which the Party 


gives to the orgonisstions end its membors for a fixed period. 


Determination of the politicnl course is not, however, enough 
for ites implementation. 4 set of measuruvs and forms of 
organisation and struggle for its practicnl spplicetion 


are also needed. All 
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All the forms of orgeniantien and struggle which ore used 
by the Party,in accordance with this or that pelitical Line 
of action, ond for the latter's implementation, constitute 
what we coll organtantional peliey. Orgnniantional pelicy 
is thus subject to the reguirenenta of the politienl course, 
The political course ard. organianttonal polley sre intor- 
dependent and constitute an inaepareble entity Moreover, 
they depend en the Perty members’ nnd elerents' organised 
work. "The politier) coura expresses the Party's desire 
to win but dove not conrern itaelf with vietory Victoty 
ani the pelitice) courneta fate are determined by orgnanisod 
work alone", serve Stelin 


d. Vigorous sieft Leadership. 


Vigorous steff lerderahip maken correct diatributtion of 
the forces which it utilises for the etisinment of ret 
objects. It deals firmly with the aqueation of the 
nemination and cmployment ef eleunta Vtowgiver poritive, 
fruitful, definite, fundomentni, hely. 1t narmiesta the 
organs in their functions on the brnata of eolleetivity and 
of collective and single ctfert Tt helra in the 
distribution of work so that werk might become more useful. 
It controls the cnforecment of decaie jona of the Party's 
political course and contributes to the vrerer funettoning 
of the Perty’s open and seerect ‘nechantam. 


4. New Orgenisnational Policy of_ the 
Communist Perty ef Grecce. 


The new organisationel policy, which wan leid down by 
Comrade Zacharindes et the 12th plenary meeting of the 
Centrel Committee of the Communiat Party of Grecee nnd which 
has decreed that one of the clenenta’ impertrant dutics 
should be/ get down te the rank end file, hag made 
substantial progress, in eccerdenee with the sssortions of 
the all-Greece Orgenisntiensl Conference of April, 1946. 


The decisions teken st the 12th plenary mecting in the 
presence of Cemrede Yocherirdes ae leader, nid down on 
orgsnisationel policy which the Gannuniat Perty of Greece 
has been pursuing succeasfully The 18th plenary meoting 
Gecisiens cerry the sesi of the luminous and vigorous 
Marxist-Leninist-Steliniet thought in the organisational 
domain also. 


The greatest mistake which the LOth plenrry meeting discovered 
in the erganisation field wrs the serious atscompesure in the 
social structure of the “erty's members (the ratio of workers 
was found to be not mere than 13%) 


The 
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The following ruling was emphasized in the plenary 
meeting's decisions: 


"The Party should remain principally and fundamentally the 
Proletariat Party of Greese", 


The meeting emphatically underlined the greve danger to 

the Party, namely "the very low theoreticsl standard of 
the mass of the Party's members and elements". It pointed 
out the heavy responsibility which a set of scniop 

Party elements carricd for this state of affeilrs and ordered 
that these clements sheuld get down to the rank and file 
and work among the masses. Furthermere, the 12th plenary 
mecting recorded a state of weakness in dealing with 
rebellious anti-Party manifestations and indicated the need 
for a concrete and individual re-investigation of the 
menifestations, the need for development of intra-Perty 
lifo, and the need for more vitality among the Party 
members. It stressed the impertance of Party vigilance 

and pointed eut practical end organisational measures. 


The Communist Party ef Greece has since made important and 
Positive strides in a forward direction and has overcome 
its basic organisatienal weaknesses. In raising its 
organisational pelicy to the high stenderd of its political 
course the Party has achieved the following results:- 

(a) It has purged its ranks. 

(ov) It has substantially improved its social status. 

(ce) It has secured a Party structure which 
a Aa Bk a guarantee that problems will be effectively 

galt with as they crop up. 
(d) It has created reserve leadership. 


(e) It has develeped initiative in the Perty's 
rank and file. 


(f) It has created mobile and simple Perty machinery. 


g) It has achieved s qualitative improvement of its 
members and elements. 


(h) It has, to a great extent, remedied leadership's 
4etachment from the rank and file and has dene away with ~ 
Fod-tepe methods of leadership. 


Teday, 
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Teday, following these results, the creation of the 
go~shead spirit and the devele;ment of néw elements are 
the main points of the Party's organisational problems. 


In sur ewn Party - A. E.L. - the 6th Pendyprian Congrese 
has breught about an important turn towards orgsnisatienal 
policy. First of all it has emphasized the importance of 
criticism and selv-criticism to which it has given concrete 
eubetance. It nes sdopted the system of sutobiographical 
end self-criticism notes and the formatiun of criticising 
Committces It has organised the Central Committce's 
Publicity Department and has cstablished cultural lessons. 
It hes ordered the readjustment of the Party's rank and file 
to lebour end vocational organisstion With this 
Orgsnisational policy as a basis we purify the Party's 

renks We improve ite social structure We create truco 
reserve leadership. We develop initiative at the 

Party's foundation - its rank and file. We get rid of 
yed-tape and we contribute te the edvancemcnt of the | 
Party's members and clements. | 


The Party's correct politicel course, its correct 
Nae organisational policy, the serious reflection of ite mass 
ie activitics and the datly/imprevement of its eloments and 
their political maturity, conetitute the Party's sound 
foundations which will enable it to overceme the 
aifficulties and obstacles that stand in its way. They will 
eneble the Party to desl with all things effectively.

The significance of orgnniantional work is tremendous 
becouse it is the other Lop of proletarint ohilosophy 
It is practice in relation to thvory Orgenisntiennl work 
will determine the politicnl course's futc. How and where 
shall we organise the mnssus? Where sholl we sptert? With 
what vindicatiens shall we sct ont for the neoploe's 
mobllissation?

The politicsl course wes lsid down nt the 6th Contcrcnec 
and in the decisions of the Centr: 1 Comnittce’s vlensry 
meetings. The organisationsl work of thc Party ond ef 

its members and elements will give life to these decisions 
ana will make them n reality. This is the. tesk of 
organisational werk. The following bonic points vorm th. 
essence of erganisntionnal work: 


(a) Daily mobilisation sid perticipation of all 
Party members in the activitios and life ef their 
organisation. This mcans thit uvery one, from the plein 
member and new element to the hivhust glomcent, should 
have a share in the Party's netivities nnd life by 
undertaking cortsin dutics.

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Principles of Orgenisatienal Work 


The fellowing are basic orgenisatienel cines on which 
Bolshevik organisetional work and the activities of every 
Communist Perty function 


Distribution of labour and gollective work: Distribution 
of Labour in the Party means eloessificetion of work for the 
Party's various preblems, duties end depertmente of 
activity. That is, we should split the whole orgenisatio- 
nol work snd should allocate certain definite duties to 
cloments emong the higher and lower ereenisations, down te 
the ordinery new element, so that no communist sheuld 
remain without work or dutics or without 9 shsre in party 
life. In this way no ergonisation is entrusted with « 
single concrete task This epplies particulerly te the 
Party Groups. Distribution of work should be strict and 
concrete. It should be precticoble end sceerding to each 
member's er organisation s capacities. 


In order that an orgnnisation might carry out successrully 
the duties undertaken by {t after distribution of werk, 
every member of that ergenisation sheuld work ecllectively. 
Members sheuld not werk separately. They should help vach 
other and should coopernte beth before and during their 
work. 


Distribution of work nlone ia not sufficient. it should 
always be coupled with collective work. It has been proved 
that collective work is the highost form of work both os 
regerds results and the advancement and education of the 
elements and organisnticns 


Cembinetien of Open and Secret vothods of Work 


Our Party does not act under the same cenditiens always. 
Sometimes ite actions are lawful, aometimes they are 
somi-lawful end sometimes altegethor unlawful. We shouid 
alwoys cembine open forms ef strugglo with secret forms 

of struggle. Whon our Party acted in an unlawful manner 

after the October events our orgonisations in the towns 

acted unlawfully alsu, but, at the same time, the Party did 
not let the least chiunco of Lawful action ge by, Rather, 

it never gave up the affort te legnlize tho nections of cortain 
extra-Party organisations. syndicates, clubs, etc. Both farms 
of strugplo constitute 'dinlcetical' unity. Each one acts on 
ithe ethor effoectively. We sheuld employ bcth methods of 
igtruggle, continuously changing positien and weight according 


ta 
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to political conditions withcut sbelishing either Every 
deviation which favcure one method slone should be struck 
down mereilessly. Open sctior is ‘Right’. Secret action 
ig 'Left' In the, gpd poth leed te jireet or indircect 
cless capitulstion through the Parliamentary form of 
struggle 2 demcersev)- o* threugh sectarianism and 
isolation - anarchy) Al. Parties have committed such 
Dlunders. In his book entitled "Child Discase” Lenin 
speaks of euch devietions. The right combination of epen 
and secret work definitely protects us opeinsat internal 
esvionege also. 


Deviations in the role end significanse of organisational 
werk. Deviations neticed in the role snd significance of 
organisational work sre of ‘Right Wing' and 'Left Wing' 
charactor. 

(a) "Right Wing' deviations: They recognise and 
deify the po Gal course but they underrate organisatio- 
nal work saying “If we have 4 correct political line of 
action all ia well". 


(cv) ‘Left Wing' deviations: They rocopnise and deify 
organisational work but they underrate the correct 
political course saying “Let us have a goed organisation 
and that is all we want". 


Both of these conceptions are pad and destructive. 
Political course and organisational work censtitute a 
‘ainlectical' unity and cempleteness. Neither can cxist 
without the cther fech one determines the other's fate. 
Organisational work, nowever, will decide whether or not 
a given political line of action shall be applied and 
whether or not it will succeed. 


There ore deviatiens, too, that are noticed in organisn- 
tional work, such a8 soying: “Now we should organise and 
then struggle, or, now 16 the time for struggle and not 

for sound orgenisation and ction for other vindications", 
etc. Such deviations have been noticed in almost all 
Parties, as well as in our own Party, o1d4 and recent. These 
deviations have pecn the cause of 'fractions' ond 
sectarianism 3rd heve uselessly delayed the Party's expansion. 
Thay neve brought us ovganisation™1 soctarianism and 
dsolation fran the mase3s instead of a vigorous intra-Purty 
life. ‘Every deviation oF this nature must be struck down 
mere. lesely. We must link sound organisation of daily 
pelitico-orgenisational werk with the people's struggles.

It was enly duc te 
Demetrov's preandcur ond valour that this prevecatien 

was crushed and the fuct that the Peselsts hed set fire to 
the Reichstag was revenled tu the whele werld. In order 

to calumniste the Sovict Union the British Ucnservatives 
forged Zinovicv's letter. In order to inortminets the 
communists the Bulgnsrian Fascists blew aus the Osthedrel of 
Sofis. In Grecce, in order te strike at th: Groasz 3 communist 
erty, the Menarche-Fascists febricuted sterics ef agre ements 
between LToannides and the Bulgsrieans end between 
Zachariados and the Scrbs, cts. In eur little Ieland, alas, 
we have witnesse* such methods of provocation. The dumping 
of pamphlets and prehibited tovoks in ths nouses of members 
and clements of eur Party in ordor te inoriminate them 

was a cemmon fcature during the period ef unlawful actians. |

Neturelly, the enemy is erreful not to confine the netivitics | 
of his spies to the arty olene.

Unions, the Oyprus Fermers' Union, the Saall Sheopkcevers' 
Associrtion. Youth, ete. The enemy's agents can de 9 great 
deal of herm in these organisaticns both os regards the 
organisstion of provecotien rnd petraynl of the vorious 


struggles 
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atcurales. espeetaliy the strikes, with the 3 
“orroriging the strikers and of uicenmining vne-r & 
Tho ercation of the enemy's own organisatic th 
pepuler movement, with Leftist vhrascoalogy, is anct 
form of csplonage Trotskyist orgenisetions, tnire 
Tarty orgenisotions, etc., aPe axameles or such 

organisations. The manifestation ef Tito's résime, waioh 
has been playing the role of an agent oF internetionsa: 


Imperialism in the international pevelutionary 
movenont, is a classical oxample of these manifestations 


in the international sphere. 


D. Examples of Dapionage 


Worid nistory of the labour movement is full of examples 
of espionage which should surve as 9 lessen to all the 
elements and members of the popular movement 


(n) Bepionnge in “he Belshevix Terty 
We have had Malinovsky's cno.o berore the Russien 
revolutionery movement. Malineveky was on asent who 
managed to penctrate into the Central Commlittac ot the 
Bolshevik Party. On the one hond, as o member of the 
Party's Central Committey ho orgeniacd strikes. on the 
other hand, es member of the Police Administration he 
suppressed them. He wis soon found out ond paid the 
penalty for his crimo. 


After the revolution we have and Troteky's, Zinoviev's, 
Buharin's and Rikov's casos. Mventually tt was prevedthat 
these “opportunists" were membura of » cursed gang of 
spies who went so far as te bevweme Linked with Hitler's 
General Steff and te work in the Bolshevik Party's Certral 
Committee en Hitler's behnif. All these things were 
revealed to the whole world during the sensetional trials 
of 1937 and 1938 shortly before the outbreak ef World War 
No.2. It is drendful ovon te think of what humanity 
would nave sufferod had the Bolshevik Trrty Patled te 
tecover these vipors and te have purged dts vanks of 
thom beforo war breke out. Tho Puharinists ono Trotakyists 
wore the men who on the one hand sent Gorky iia Kirov te 
their graves and, on the othev, paid the highsat post-mortem 
tributes to them in the Party's central orgens. They were 
tne men who daily botrayec Stalin's policy to Hitler and, 
at the same time, fillcd newnpapersa with pages of articles 
in praise ef “Great Stalin, the architect of socialism". 
The Greek Cemmunist Party, teo, hns roculved syuvers blows 
from espienage throughout its stormy life. The most 


outetanding 
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outstanding instance is Damianos Mathesi's case which 
the "Organisational Lessons of the Central Committee ef 

the Communist Party of Grecce" has described in the 
following terms: 


(ov) Damianos Methesi's Case 


ee 


"Leck of Party vigilance hac permitted Mathesi's spying 
activities revealed in the Centra Control Cemmittec's 
decision". This decision contains the brief life-story 
of Matheai. It enalyses in detail nis activities frem 
the time he joined the Party in 1924 unt_1 recent years, 
It states that the Security Department made it posalble 
for him to rise in the rarty vy helping him organise 
successful reactionary movements of clements of the 
Communist Perty of Greece while in Vrieon. 


Mathesi always undertook the most confidential tasxs and 
empleyed divers methods of betrayel of the Party in puch a 
manner es not to rouse suspicion. He unfolded his spying 
activities ase soen as he joined the Party and during the 
'Ppaction’ strife of 1929-31 when he aclivered the 
representatives of (9 KD.) to the Security Department; 
when he went sbroad and peturned to Grcece in 1935; 
when, without the Party's knowledge, he placed in a 
Soviet ship alleged political fugitives and subsequently 
ot the Police to arrest them. He thus sought to expose 
the Soviet Union alse, His spying activity reached its 
climax during the 4th August period. The decision says: 
"Sometimes Mathesi throws out hints against 
elementa, surrentitiously nourishing suspicion ayainst 
them and thereby incriminating innocent people. There 
have been instances of comrades having been victimized 
by this systematic and artful nourishment of suspicion 
on Mathesi's part. Sometimes he points out to the 
Security Authorities men entrusted with special 
confidential duties so that, the authoritics, aware of 
the duties of e man they had caught at Mathosi's instance, 
tried by ell inhunen means to wrest cenfessiens from 
him". 


Whenever Methest guccceded in this device - there heve 
been 8 number of instances where he actually did succeed - 
there follewed mass arrests all of which were attributed 
to confessions made by the man caught first. Thus, 

though Methesi was the principal source, ho always 
escaped suspicion since arrests were inveriably explained 
away. Another methed employed by him was to betray mass 
movements whereby dozens of anti-Fescists were cought 

and entire erganisatiens were thus dissolved. 


The Centrel Control Committee's deciaien emphasizes tho 
responsibility for Mathosi's actiens. It says that all 


these 
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these circumstances whicn should heve eroused suspicion 
in responsible quorters wert nllowed ts pass unnoticed. 

It was not until Nerember, 1946, thot ecmpnde Zechoriedies, 
wiile in Prison st Gorfu. crombincd varicus circumstances 
connected with the mass arrcats, cencentr: ted his 
suspicions on Mathesti, and informed the orrty 
necordingly. Only then wos Motheei isolated. 


The adscision vives « record of Mothuei's ncetivities 
after his isolntion, cgapeciclly since 1941. Mathesi suts 
up en alleged liberetion erzanisntien of “the people's 
friends" which he .ntroduc 23 to the Osrty. He 
repeats Manindnki's endeavour to form a Party - an crgen 
ef foreign esplonare ~ undur new cendlitione and with 

néw sleprens: ¢ As soon 18 the Party exposes him 

he launches an open campaig¢n arninst the Communiet Perty 
of Greoce, indulging in virulent calumice apainst th: 
rarty pnd tta clements. The docisien rofcrs to passsgus 
from an epen Lotter which Matheel cirsulsted in July. 
1942, in which he calls the Derty's leaders spics and 
invites the Party's members to place themselves in #5 
"state of war". 


The decision ends with the following 4écclarstion: 


"Damianos Mathesi is one of the worst spies that have 
appeared in the varty7. As @ man posscseir; ability, 
skill and artifice he was one of the cnemy'’s moet 
dangerous egents in the Party Working treacherously and 
with Initiative, which indicates that his instructors 
excelled Greek capacitius, and empleying with the cle- 
monts' help all ths devices of secret activity ranging 
from espionage tc poli’ical provocetion and intra-rarty 
strife, he manaved, over a number of ycars, to deo 
serious harm to the Party chore he held important 
positions from which he cuocurely delivered hie blows". 
"This example of espionage cerricd out by this type of 
spy is very instructive becsuse Mathesi could never have 
developed such activity had there becn the necessary 
vigilance in the Party throughout those years. A three- 
year-jold member of the Perty is entrusted 
with confidential work with indeseri bable superficiality 
and without investigation of his past recerd such cs hig 
trip te Egypt anc pis relations with Meimarti. arrests | 
are made in which he is somehow or othur mixcé 
up, No investigation of any kind ig made. On the 
contrery, they also try to establish contact between him | 
and arch-spy Lambrtenopoulos. This contact, however, 
did not materialize because Lambrianopvoulos wes toe elever 
for him The ‘fracticn' strife of thet curiod expleins 


all | 
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all. this neglicence and Party destruction. This atste 


of affoirs helped Mathusi go abrood “unntnined” in order 
to be vested with new authority. He carricd on his work 
during Menarcho-Fascist dictatorship with renowod akill. 
Provided with frecdom of action by the chnractor of his 
job he was fully cnabled to continuo his work with ~ 
impunity". "There was no control over him. Obviously 
suspicious circumstances pasaed unnotioed. Bven in his 
responsibie duties (anti-dictatorinal military undon) 
the leaders did not renlize that, deapite tha apparunt 
inerease in the number of membera shown by Mothent, 
nothing substantial wie done. Burenuerrtia control. the 
worst enemy of our work, prevails here  atae. ALL the 
leaders of tho anti-dictatoriol mtliteirgy urtoda ave 
csught and it does not occur to any on chat thin eould 
not have beon accidental. We muat deelavo openly thas 
through this itnnadmisacible Tree's of Carty vigitanes nlene 
heave Mathosi's epving activitier boon pounthiot. 


The Central Control Coumittee holds thta wretehed 
creature up to the Party's and Greek paopteta contempt 
and considera it its duty te draw the Tarty's atlention 
to this exampie which shown how much damage tnck of 
wetchfulness ¢csn do to the Varty. Mathest’a enae whould 
be a lesson to the Yartyr. It shout teneh the Varty how 
and with what sntanto Geviers the cnemy ta trying to 
strike at it.

Gymnasium graduates, who had no perty Lite at all in 
them, and were members of the District lenderehip nat 
Limassol. <dAnother set of espionrse in cur Party wae the 
disclosuréin the Tross sf the decigion of the Central 
Committee of AK. ELL. concerning its self-criticism and 
self-dismiasel (Berch, 1948) betore the matter had come 
before the Party se nr mhole.

It is evident that especially under present-day conditions 
the class enemy is trying with ecrvelty ond artifice to 
strike at his most censistent, dotermined and integral 
eppenents - the Communist Parties. Imperialism, which is 
in the throes of death, is using every moans to win its 
cause through slander, espionnge and open ottack cgainst 
the popular movements. Organisation of vigilance in the 
Party is, therefore, of the first and utmost importance. 


The spirit of watchful protection of the Party and the 


profound osnscisusness of the nevd for full monsures, ir 


evory 
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every cencrete instence, Por the frustratien of our 
enemies' plans end sttempte to harm the ferty should be 
the concern not only of the sentinels who stend by every 
Perty Cenmmittce's side but ef the whcle Terty elso. 


The censidere:, cereful eni untiesed continuation of the 
Physicel purge cf the Terty's renks - "the Perty gets 
etrong when it purgee itself’ ssys cemrsde Btalin - ; 
pepulerizatior. cf experience geined from the clsss 
encmy's blows, crepecielly during the pest-Cetober years; 
onlightenment en the methc*e snd deviecs empleyed by tha 
cless enemy tc penetrete inte the Party in order te 
strike at it from within © cr te distort the pelitical 
course; wetchful protection of the elements - "we should 
net ferget tu be vigilant" says cemrsdc Stslin - 3; dally 
systematic centrel cerricd out in ea spirit of comradeship; 
cemplete devotien te work in a spirit ofcomrodeship; 
correct distribution end decentralizctien of werk in 
oil the brenchee of technical mechanism ca that each 
respensible pereon shoul’ mind only his own business and 
not interfere with the other brenches of that mechaniam, 
are some of the besic dviies with which Party organiso- 
tions should be constantly eccupied. The presence of 
enemy egents in eur mtdst is neither fetal nor inevitable. 
unavoideble. We cer Large our ranks and we can protect 
ourselves frem the herm dong by these men, provided we 
develep eur perspicacity to the utmost limit and provided 
we always odept measures which, even if agents wero te 
succeed in getting intc cur Perty, we might be able to 
prevent their cxpanaien end te clear them eut. These are 
the essentiel points en which eur attontien shou 
continuously be cencentrated, 


(1) Proper tuncstioning of Party orginisations 


Our chief cencern should be to sucurc the proper 
functioning of our Party Orrenisatiens, tig or small. 
We should see to the corrcet epplicatien of our Party's 
political end orgenissutional lines of action. The peeple 
consider this course us the ercutest ead most consistent 
force needed for the defence end promotion of their Bnosis 
and social causes. . 


Our Darty Orgenis:ticrs snoula work clockwise. Wo should 
carefully watch every point of baa furctiening ond of 

the wrong implementncion of corrset warty decisions. We 
should watch cerufully uvery point ef dlisharmeny among 
Carty organisstiors auc of intrs-Darty ortees, We should 
find out their seurcus and their causes. An intra-Darty 


orisis 
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crisis may not have tuen brought abeut by the eneny, 
We sheuld, nevertheless, have no doubt that the enemy 
will cventuelly benefit from it. 


2. Part: Elements 


We cannot have proper Party organisationnl work without 
good clements. The clements, that 1s, the cemrades who 
“eed all. big or small Party work, are the Perty's and 
popular movement's backbone. Without elements - senior, 
medium, junior - a Party cannot stand, end the people's 
interests remain unpretected. 


The following should be 9 Party element's distinctive 
qualities: 


(a) An clement is a popular orgeniser and lesder 
wherever he ic »vcated, He ig distinguished by his 
self-sacrifice era self-denial, He is totally doveted to 
the People and the ®arty. ils is sober snd knows hig Job. 
He 1s decent ana modest towarcs his co-workerg and Party 
members in the environment in which he lives and works. 
He always exhibits a spirit of ecoperation and collective 
werk. He continuously studies the Party's snd the 
international movement's principles and lines of actien 
ond gains experience from nis daily contocts with the 
Party's rank end file and tho popular environment. He ig 
deeply conscious of personal responsibility and adhcres 
to what he gays. Boastfulnesa, eppertunism, méegalomeania, 
conesit, self-sufficienay, vanity and solfishness arc 
incompatible with the qualities a Party member should 
pessess, 


(>) Hew to acquire geod elements. 


To acquire goed elements we should continuously atudy our 
menbers, their activities, their lives, their abilities 
and their shortcwmings. We should study their good and 
bad points end the results of their efforts in this on 
thet branch of work. We sheuld centinuously study their 
mistukes and feilures. We sheuld invertignte the causes 
of their blunders and should ascertain whether or not they 
were justified and how they could be remedicd. We should, 
in particular, hel» then overcome their weaknesses. We 
should continuously lift them up to higher levels on the 
besis of their previous gocd work and we should replace 
them if they are unable te remedy their mistakes and 
‘failures. an Clement‘s/oripin, that is to say the fact 
that he might be 9 iabourer, persant, or en intellectual, 


etc.

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ete., should noi erespe our attention We should alse 
€xomine our clements' way of life. We should fina out 
whether they work or live nas parasites. We should 
discever their special wesltnesser and tendencies.

In the selcction of cur clements we give QMll preference 
So labourers who work ond are conneetin with production. 
This does not, however, mean that wo stend in the way 

of the development of vlesents whe come reom the ompleyee 
Class, the intelligentsia, the peagant eloan or the 

Class of honest breadwinners in the tredes and profeusatens. 
We arc enly careful thet they should belong to 9s henlthy 
énvirormment end thet “ney shouid be fres from foreign 
tendencies and intiuenzer We avold the pustllontmouns 

end parasites waom we aeli “Lumben". 


We never make hesty nominestiens or premotions of 
elements. We always -roc: vd at a normal pree = eoretully, 
not superfictally In this menner we exelude pergens 
who may have joined the movement in a essual wey onand 

may have in them the element of capituletion or 
betrayol, and we esn discover suspects ond agents who 
might have infiltrotod into our ranks. We thus clesoe 
our doors to the enemy and puree the Purty'’s Llendership 
mechanism from top te bettem. The purer ond shaster 
the leadership mechanism ta, the more invulaerable our 
Porty becomes.

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This enebles the work to advance and the elements to be 
selected according to their vocation. Distribution of 
work has another advantage. If the enemy atrikes, the 
blow can be locelised. The enemy's nest is digcovered. 
useless elements aro climinated and the party mechanism 
remains intact. Th. Perty rightly treats ns a eriminel 
any member who discloses his missien te enother member , 
irrespective ef whether or not he is hia senior, and 
Looks with susptcien on any one who meddles in anything 
shat is not his business. There cannot be absolute 
loyalty in communist work under copitalist cenditions 
and, much more se, under conditions of Impertalict 
occupsetion and rule, The verty sheuld, therefore, elweys 
combine open work with secret work. In order that this 
combinetion might be crentive anda constructive it should 
always sim at the preservation sna extension of leyalty 
end the Perty's freedom of sction. At the same time it 
should protect the Organisotien and elements against the 
enemy's blows. The verty should slways be ready to 
pass to any state of unlawfulness (undergreund 
actiens, Tr.). It should maintain its connectien witn 
the masses even under the stiffcost conditiens of 
unlowfulness, and 1t should always make use of all forms 
of struggle among the lawful pepular organisationg - 
the trade unions, cooperative organisations, civilising 
societies, sta, Suoh conditions péstulate strict 
distribution of work among the comrades who carry out 
open and secret work. In this way, blows of epen work may 
not influence or affect the secret Party erganisation.

Superficiality and disorderliness are twe major evils 
which, unfortunetely, we still have in the Party to a large 
extent.

Because of 
superficiality nc lisorderiiness the rules of precaution 
are never kept, Party meetings are never proverly 
organised, the Party's files sre not preserved and proper

“reservation of the farty's functions and of 
our Orgrnisntiens — 


The preservation of the farty's functions and of our 
orgenisations is one of th. most important problems of 
our organisational-technienl preperotion. By this we do 
not mean the Darty's leading organs only, namely the 
District Committees and the vontrel committcoc. What 
concerns us most,and 18 thc most effeotive factor also, 
is to onsure tho pronrer funotioains of the Party's rank 
end file. No leading oreen en. function without proper 
contact between lendershi}; ond the rank and file. Te 
preserve the Y-rty's proper Menetioning and our 
organisstione we should haveo:- 

(0) 2 sound me--honism. An orgenisntion's 
mecaanisn nezds constane poenewal, It should be adapted 
to current conditicns. Scund mechaniam requires us to 
entrust its eperation to the most loyal ond devoted 
comrades whom we should elect with very xzrent care, 


(b) Good orgenisstion, even of the most unimpor-~ 
tart work, carriod out on the basis of precnutionary 
meesures and the odve:tion ef the Yarty's members end 


elements. All Silo UlLOrPbe. 0° cag cnemy can be neutralized 
in this way, If there i5 stud oPeenisntion there can be 
no 
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no situatien, no matter how grim, thet cauld not be faced. 
Good organisstion of ovr work meona that we should five 
serious attention to the manner in which our organisations 
function and thet we should organise our gatherings and 
meetngs properly and with due regard to the pecul tapities 
of each town and ares. Well orgenised work postulates 
cecentralization and resort to divers forms of 
netivity carried out to the best of our nbility. When we 
organise work we should bear in mind thet the Party's 
interests are at stake end thet the least carelessness. 
superficiality. ete., will demage our Perty at the 
people's expense. 


(c) A set of organisntional mossures which might 
represent our or enisations under néw conditions. our 
leseding orgens should censist vf? a few members and 
should be mobile so as te te able to get tegether end 
decide with ease. The Perty's rank-and-file orgenigations 
also should be small. In many cones, especially in places 
where our organisations aro put te severe test, we might 
have Party Sections consisting ef fire or three members, 

In places where terrorism almost frustrates the functioning 
of Darty Groups we should, naturally, firmly insist on 
Party Sections, but we should, at the same time, pursue 

the system of individual contact with Dorty memberg, 


(4) Intensificatien of Lorty and pepular vigilance. 
Experience gained from Perty activities in ali countries 


of the world during the past few decrdes has shown that 
the enemy cannot do much by wotching plone, He therefore 


tries to send agents into eur ranks to corrupt eur men in 
order to strike at us from within and paralyse our werk. 
Experience has also shown that internal blows are 
dangerous to our erganisations, In order to evold these 
blows wo should always be alert. We sheuld so distribute 
our work and we should take such precoutienary meesures ag 
to be able to discover the enemy's agents with comparative 
Sass. Ina quorter or busincse centre every one knews who 
aro good and who are bad, If, therefore, we keep eur ears 
open and liaten to what peeple sav we can Casily find out 
the wretched fellows and B8ples and we can thus preserve 


the functioning of our orecnisations,

We must nurture ene stir prefeund hatred agebnst the 

class enemy's dirty methods ef spying. In every man there 
48 an innste disgust for spies and espiuneze. We sheuld 
meke this feeling a matter ef conscience and duty in 

the pepulor messes especially during the present histeric 
mements. We sheuld develop in the Perty, to the utmost 
degree, the spirit ef &.lshevik vigilance which means 
censtant attentien, denuncistien of curiosity and 

gess denunciatien ««. expcsal of the class enemy 

and of the 'Right Wing' and 'Left Wing' eronts and dally 
struggle sgeinst them, and non-tolerance of any 
relaxation ef vigilance. We would thus be able to relies 

a grenite wall between our Perty and its enemies for 

the protectien of its mass pelitical stand and tts secret 
and technical oncration. Superficislity and the spirit 

of lexity, in which fields the enemy and his agents work 
almost undisturbed, should be checkod. 


The following 5 vane most fundamental rules of precauvici: 


(1) You must not talk ot gessip to any one, not 


even to your mether, either about yeur work or about 
metters concerning your orgenisstien, unless your work 


necessitates 
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necessitates it Otherwise you give cover tc wnternal 
esplonsre. 


2) You must be repulser end careful in your work 
and in your annceintmcnte.

You should 
dress normally and shculd cerry s normal appearence like 
everybody else, especinily in the environment in which 
you work and move 

(3) When you are eccupied with Perty work you must 
net carry en yaur person snything, such «sp cards, bdadges, 
ete., which might incriminate you in csse you sre erregted 
You must clear yeur housc of cvery unnecessary object ov, 
you should hove such sbject kept in an absolutely safe 
Pe ce.
